Kieran McGowan (21) was charged with 
having attempted to kill Laurence Alders (16), 
a student at Castleknock College, by shooting 
him with a revolver on Saturday last at 1 De 
Vesci place, Dun Laoghaire. He was also 
charged with having been in unlawful posses- 
sion of two revolvers and some ammunition. 

Mr, C. MeGonigal appeared for the 
defendant. 

Mr. D. O'Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office), for the prosecution, explained that the 
two Aiders boys were, as was their custom, 
spending their: holidays with their friends, the 
McGowans, at 1 De Vesci place. Some time 
in the afternoon of Saturday last the four 
boys—two McGowans and two Alders—were 
playing in the basement when a revolver 
which the prisoner bad in his hand went off 
and hit Laurence Alders im the stomach. The 
boy was taken to hospital, and the doctor 
was yet unable to say whether he was im 
grave danger or not. | 

Station-Sergeant Byrden, Dun Laoghaire, 
told the Court that he was told that Laurence 
Alders was standing in the passage outside 
the bedroom door when the revolver went 
off. 

Wituess was given the revolver, in one 
chamber of which there was a live bullet and 
in the other a spent cartridge. After the 
prisoner was taken to the station witness went 
back to the house and found another revolver 
in a box in the passage. It was not m 
working order, 

Mr. McGonigal said that the defence would 
be that the occurrence was a pure accident. 

Sergeant Byrden produced the revolvers, 
and said that the defendant told him that he 
had no licence to keep the revolvers, and said 
that they were lying about the house for a 
number of years. 

lhe defendant was remanded on bail until 
January 9th, when, it is expected ,the wounded 
boy will be able to appear in court.

For many years failures were 
commonplace in Irish banking. 


BIRTH OF MODERN 
BANKING. 


Modern banking in these islands commenced 
in the seventeenth century. With the influx 
of gold from America in the Elizabethan age 
and the simultaneous birth of foreign trade, 
land ceased to be the only form of wealth. 
Merchants and gentlemen an to hold some 
of their capital in cash, and the problem of 
holding this safely became acute after Charles 
I., in 1640, had seized the bullion deposited by 
London merchants at the Tower. A sense of 
90 also was occasioned by the Civil 

ar. 

It became the custom to deposit money with 
the London goldsmiths, who issued a note or 
receipt. Rapid developments followed. Instead 
of receipts, notes payable to bearer were 
issued for money deposited, while the gold- 
smiths found they could. with safety make 
loans from the funds in their posséssion. 
Instead of charging depositors for holding 
their money the poldamiths now gave interest. 


| The first cheque was issued about 1670: A 
| London banking firm, directly descended from 
, one of the goldsmiths, have in their possession 


a cheqte dated 1676. The Bank of England 
was founded shortly before the end of the 
century. 

Banking, however, was known so long ago 
as 2.000 B.C., when the Babylonians had a 
public system of lending money at interest. 
About 575 B.C. there were private banks in 
Babylon, one of which “ acted as bnying 
agents for clients; made loans on crops, 
attaching them in advance to insure reim- 
bursement; loaned on signatures and on 
objects deposited, and received deposits on 
which it paid interest.’’ 

In Greece in the 4th Century B.C., a time 
of great commercial prosperity, banking was 
well established and highly organised. Then 
there were banks receiving deposits on in- 
terest, coin changers and money lenders, 


.while one of the banks’ functions was the 


preparation of letters of credit on correspon- 
dents. with a view to obviating the actual 
transport of specie in payment of accounts. 
The Romans had minute regulations as to 
the conduct of private banking, while 
Hellenistic Egypt imported the Greek bank. 
ing system. bodily. 


GOLD AND ROMANCE, 


Probably no bank in the world had. a 
more romantic history than the Genoese 
Bank, the Casa San Ghorgio, from which the 
modern Banca d'jtalia claims to be 
descended. In the 15th Century the bank 


i was offered the government of the island of 


Corsica. It accepted, drove out the 
Spaniards, and by ruthless cruelty estab- 
lished itself against rival lords of the island. 
After more than a hundred years of trouble, 
including a French invasion, the ‘island was 
teken over from the bank by the Genoese 
Republic. 

Amsterdam was the next notable banking 
centre, a municipal bank having been estab- 
‘ished there in 1609. * Until the end -of the 
[Sth Century Amsterdam was the great 
nternational finance centre, playing a notable 
part in the financing of international trading 
At the time of the Napolednic 
wars many of the big finance houses migrated 
to London, and since then such firms at 
Rothschild’s, Baring’s and Lavard’s have been 
supreme, their acceptance giving the hall. 
Marú of respectability to an obscure foreign 
“ll, 

The Bank of England derived its life from 
the tonnage Act of 1694, the preamble to 
which suggests anything but a measure by 
which a bank was to come into being. 
The government needed ‘cash; the promoters 
provided it and in, return received manv 
privileges Since then the history of the Bank 
of England has been the financial history of 


Encland. 


Soon after the establishment of the Bank 
of England the merchants of Dublin expressed 
a demand for such a bank in Ireland. In 


| 1695 they laid before the Irish House of 
. Commons a memorial on the subject, but 


notuing was done In 1721 there was great 
agitation both for and against the establish. 
ing ot a Bank ot Ireland, Books were written 
on the subject. broadsides flowed from the 
printing presses of Dublin, meetings were held 
and the matter was discussed in Parliament. 
Dean Swift joined in the controversy with 
satirical verse i 


HOUSE OF LORDS HOSTILE. 
On Ath November. 1721, the Irish House 


of Lords ee a resolution “ that the erect- 
ing of a bank in this kingdom or incorporat- 
img any mumber of persons into a body politic 
for the management and government of such 
bank mav in the present circumstances be 
prejudicial and of extreme ill consequence to 
this kingdom.”’ On 16th November, the Lords 
having considered the matters relating to the 
‘late intended Bank -of Ireland,” resolved 
that any lord spiritual or lord temporal hav- 
ing anything to do with the founding of a 
bank with: ut the consent of Parliament should 
he ‘deemed’ a contemner of the authority of 
this House.” On 9th December the Commons 
rejected the proposal to establish a bank. 
Following the Commons’ rejection of the 
scheme a broadside was issned with the head. 


of the Bank of Ireland, met together and 
obtained the signatures .. . . to the establish- 
ment of this bank.” A number of Protes- 
tant merchants were among the signatories, 
believing that some opposition to the Bank of 
Ireland would be a good thing. 

In 1825 an Act was to assimilate 
the currency of Ireland with that of England. 
Previously the English shilling had been 
worth thirteen pence in aiad while the 
English pound was worth £1 1s. 8d. Irish 
copper coin was called into the Bank of 
Ireland and exchanged at the rate of twelve 
British pence for thirteen Irish ce, while 
bankers’ notes were made payable in British 
currency. 

Is there a discrepancy to-day between the 
values of English ahd Frée State money? 
A representative of the Jrish Times on the 
Continent a few weeks ago found his Free 
State pounds worth approximately threepence 
less than his English pounds. á 

The Irish Parhament ceased to exist with 
the Union of 1801. In 1802 an Act was 
passed to enable ‘‘ the lord high commissioner 
or commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury 
in Ireland for the time being to sell, lease, 


‘convey or disvose of the Parliwnent House in 


the City of Dublin, and all the premises and 
appurtenances there unto belonging, to the 
governor and company of the Bank of Ire. 
land for £40,000 Irish currency, subject to 
such rents as the premises are now liable to. 
The money to be applied by the ' Treasury 
as the Parliament may direct.”’ 

Six years later, on 6th June, 1808, the 
Bank of Ireland moved to College Green. 
They had obtained something of a bargain, 
for the Parliament Buildings had cost 
£70,000 to erect, and were the most central 
and most beautiful in Dublin. The bai'dings 
were sold to the Bank subject to an annual 


ground rent of £240. 
“HOGGEN GREEN.” 


Considerable controversy has ranged round 


| the question of the authorship of the design 


of the Parliament House. It was erected 
on the site of Chichester House during 17238. 
28, and consisted at first of the grand portico 
in College Green. The site had previously 
been occupied by Chichester House, whic 
had originally been known as Carey’s Hos. 
pital, built towards thé close of the sixteenth 
century by Sir George Carey “on part of a 
garden in the eastern suburbs of Dublin, 
styled ‘Hoggen Green.” The building 
passed to Sir Arthur Chichester, a predeces- 
sor of the present Marquis of Donegall, from 
whom it acquired its. tithe as Chichester 
House. 

The first Parliament held in Ireland after 
the Restoration ‘met at Chichester House on 
Sth May, 1661. Other Parliaments sat there 
until the place fell into such decay that a 
new building became a necessity. During 
the demolition of Chichester House and the 
erection of the new building the Parliament 
sat at the Blue Coat Hospital. Possession 
of the College Green house was taken in 
1740. 

Sir Edward Lovet Pearce, Surveyor. 
General, commenced the work of erecting the 
Parliament House in 1729, but he did not 
live to see its completion, and his successor, 
Mr. Arthur Dobbs, supervised the final years 
of its constraction. Even at the time the 
building was commenced doubts were 
expressed as to whether Edward Pearse was 
the designer. Mr. Cassel, the architect of 
Leinster House (commenced about the same 
period), is said to have heen the person who 
gave the first sketch deeiqn 

In 1785 the Lords decided that they should 
have a different entrance from that of the 
Commons. Mr. James Gandon. who was also 
the architect of the Customs House, was 
called in, and he erected the eastern portico, 
facing College street, together with the cir 
cular wing wall, unit.ng it with the principal 
front facing College Green. Ten years later 
the Commons desired more space, and, under 
Mr. Robert Park architect. the extension 
towards Foster place was undertaken. It con- 
sisted of the western portico, with a circular 
p.azza uniting it with the principal front. 

Many alterations were necessary when the 
Bank of Ireland purchased the building, and 
Mr. Francis Johnston, architect, supervised 
this work. New screen walls. ornamented 
with Ionic columns, and connecting the east 
and west port.cos with the front, were 
erected. The military gateway and the large 
gateways in Westmoreland street and Foster 
place were built. 

Mr. Park's circular wall did not extend so 
far outwards as Mr. Gandon's, having a 
collonade of the same order and magnitude 
as the columns of the portico, twelve feet 
distant from the wall. The appearance ol 
the bank, in the opinion of some architects, 
might have been enhanced had this piassa 
been left untouched and Mr. Gandon’s 
eastern screen wall been formed by Mr. John- 
ston into a similar open piazza. Others take 
the view that, while Mr. Park's collonade 
guve un appearance of extreme grandeur to 
the build.ng, the plainer screen walls give 
distinguishing beauties to the porticoes, 


A BEAUTIFUL BUILDING, 


In a paper read at a meeting of the Royal 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland in 1867 
Mr. Sandham Symes remarked that at one 
time or another they had all admired the 
extreme beauty and simplicity of the build- 
ing, “almost destitute as it is of ornament, 
and depending wholly on the form of its plan, 
its lines, its lights and its shadows for giv.n 
pleasure. and for making us feel pride in i 
as an ornament to our cty. . . . I have 
seen most of the capitals of Europe, and 
cannot bring to mind anything similar to its 
circular walls and the peculiar adaptation of 
ther position.”’ 

When the Parliament house was taken 
over by the Bank many of its internal fea- 
tures were changed to make it suitable for use 
as a commercial establishment. The House

accordance with long-established custom, the 
sacred precincts, including the crypt, were 
open for general inspection, and very many 
Dublin people visited. the historic building. 
At an imterval in the Precentor’s address a 
collection to au t the funds for the 
preservation of the church's fabric received 
g generous response, 

After welcoming the people the Precentor 
said :—As a freeman of the City of Dublin, 
1 am proud of all that in it reminds us of 
what has been best and greatest im Dublin’s 
long-drawn past. There is nothing in the 
city, 1 believe which we should value as 
highly as this time-honoured House of God, 
and the sacred spot upon which it stands. 
The site of our cathedral is one of the oldest 
of lreland’s sacred places. We have no 
evidence of historic value to connect it with 
St. Patrick. There is, however, a statement 
in the Black Book—which is one of the 
treasures Of our cathedral—that he held a 
service in the vault or crypt, and prophesied 
“that after many years a church would be 
built there, his cannot be true of the 
ine crypt—though called the Crypt of St. 
atrick—as it dates from the twelfth century. 
It may, however, refer to a tradition that 
there was a church dedicated to St. Patrick 
and erected in this place in pre-Danish. times. 
We cannot be certain that St. Patrick ever 
visited Dublin; but if he did, the spot which 
he would most probably choose for a place 
of worship would be the crest of the hiil 
around which the people of that day lived, 
close to the ford over the river which ran at 
the foot of the hill. It is thought that the 
Abbots of Dublin occupied buildings at this 
place previous to the Scandinavian settle- 
ments. - It was not, however, till the year 
1038 that the story of the cathedral site 
emerged from the fog of tradition into the 


- light of history, 


DANISH KING'S GIFT. 


Tn that year Sitric, the Danish King of 
Dublin, having accepted Christianity, gave 
to Donat. who had been consecrated Bishop, 
land on Dublin’s hill for a church. For some 
generations before this Dublin had been in 
Pagan hands; but it may well be that tradi- 
tions of the former Christian days of Dublin 
still remained, and that in selecting the 
present site Bishop Donat did so because a 
church had been there before the Danes—or 
Ostmen—conquered Dublin. 

From the foundation of the cathedral by 
Bishop Donat the worship of God has been 
carried on here for nearly 1900 years. Often 
churches in our land have been destroyed, and 
their worship ended, by fire and the sword. 
The Cathedral of Donat and its successor— 
the Cathedral of St. Lawrence and Strong- 
how—have suffered only from the ravages of 
time. 

To trace for you the history of our cathedral 
would make too long a story. 1 would like, 
however, to draw your attention to one 
characteristic of the cathedral’s history—ats 
Catholicity. I suppose it is an Article of Faith 
with all of us who are here this morning to 
believe in the Holy Catholic Church. We 
state our faith thus in the Apostles’ Creed: 
“I believe in the Holy Catholic Church ” ; we 
believe that the Church of Christ 1s Catholic— 
that it is universal, and, therefore, for al! 
nations and races of men. This is a must 
important aspect of the Christian religion, 


FOR ALL RACES. 


It is a characteristic of the Church which 
has been in danger of being forgotten in Ger- 
many during the past few months. There is a 
dema:.| among some German Christians that 
none except those of the Aryan race should 
be permitted the full rights and privileges of 
the Church. To this un-Christian theory all 
who are truly Christian in the Evangelical 
Church of Germany and the Roman Catholic 
Church in that land are utterly Opposed. 
Men are showing themselves ready to sacrifice 
their all in upholding the great Cathohc 
principle that the Church is for all races and 
kindreds of men, and that the Church must 
never, in her spiritual concerns; submit to 
the domination of the nation withm whose 
borders she may be placed. Their noble stand 
is, thank God, bearing fruit in upholding the 
super-racial and Catholic character of the 
Church of Jesus Christ. is 

Now this Cathedral of the Holy Trinity— 
commonly called Christ Church—has stood for 
the Catholicity of the Church all through the 
aces. In its structure and in the worship 
within its walls it has, to a remarkable 
extent, upheld the great principle of St. Paul 
that there is neither Jew nor Greek, Celt or 
Saxon, Dane or Norman, but all are one in 
Christ Jesus. ' : 

Of those who collaborated to build Donat s 
Cathedral, the one Sitric was a Damsh king: 
the other, Donat, a Celt or Saxon, who had 
received his orders from an English Arch- 
bishop; of those who collaborated to build the 
present cathedral one was a Celt—Lawrence 
()’Toole, who ranks among the greatest of 
Dublin’s Archbishops ; the others were Anglo- 
Normans—the Karl of Strigul (Strongbow), 
Raymond Le Gros and Robert Fitzstephens. 
These men, se different et kg A in out- 
look and experience, san eir antagonisms 
and racial onimeniies in the Church of God 
and worked with one mind to commence the 
building in whose beauty we rejoice to-day ; 
and though most of their work has yielded 
to the ravages of time and been replaced by 
the labours of others, principally of the 
Anglo-Celtic race, et there are. rtions of 
the work of those great church builders which 
still remain, as e.g. the transepts, the arches 
on the north aisle, the carvings on some of 
the capitals in the choir and the crypt.

Ann Cleary, Dorothy Clement, Joseph Lin- 
nane, and, indeed. several others, were show- 
ing a lot of promise, and their best achieve- 
ment was the production of Mr. Lennox 
Robinson’s new play, “ Drama at Inish,” in 
February. The highest compliment one can 
pay them is to say that the play did not ap- 
pear any better acted when the first company 
produced it in the autumn, and the London 
public were enthusiastic about them when 
they took it across the Channel later on. 

This play was the great success in the 

Abbey’s year, and was, indeed. one of the 
funniest that has been produced in Ireland for 
a long time past. The position of the simple 
inhabitants, filled with a more than Tcheho 
vian gloom, as the result of high-brow drama, 
does not bear very much examination, but, 
then, it was not intended to do so. Mr. 
Robinson had merely hit on a splendidly- 
absurd idea, and had worked it out to the 
limits of its absurdity. The play was later 
presented in London by many of the original 
caste under the title of “Is Life oath 
item UY and ran for a long time. Curiously 
enough, it failed badly in New York; per 
haps the Americans take their drama too 
seriously to appreciate a joke at its expense. 
_ The other new plays were not so good, and 
it was hard luck that, during the time the 
main company has been with us. it should 
have had so little material to work upon 
“Grogan and the Ferret” was about the 
best; it is a farce in the usual George Shiels 
style, with all the ingredients ' aa before."

The attack on Monsignor Tourain was 
made during a ion.
